Most
of the firernt.n on the Pannonla
walked out in sympathy with tho
strikers, and th» Cunard lino could
not readily replace thern. The crews
of other vessels remained virtually
intuct.

I.ongahnremen flack to Work.
Hundreds of longshoremen who

quit work yesterday returned to their
labors on the docks this morning-,
with the encouragement of union ofTl-
clals, who announced they deeply re¬

gretted the unexpected walkout, com-

ing ju*t before nev,* wage demands
are to be presented.
Work went ahead well at tho Cun-

aril line and the American and French
ship piers which longshoremen de¬
serted yesterday, but at tho White
.Star Line docks, where the strike
5iad its lnccptlon, no longshoremen
reported and there was little ac¬

tivity in tho holds of the vessels
scheduled to depart next week.
Most of the ships were late in get¬

ting away todiy, the loading of bag¬
gage in some cases being done by tho
ollic.i x'orco of the steamship line-,
with anxious passengers occasionally
lending a lian-J.

Ulg I.incra Depart.
Tho White Star liner Celtic de¬

parted at '1 o'clock, two hours after
tho prompt scheduled departure of
two American steamships, St. Paul
and Finland. The Gothland, a Bel¬
gian vessel, on which longshoremen
had quit working Friday, also pulled
into tho stream early in the after¬
noon.
Tho mammoth Ctinard liner Aqul-

tanla, with Prince Carol, of Rumania,
aboard for a voyago homeward, af¬
ter going around tho world, left her
moorings at 4:45 o'clock and twenty
minutes later, the White Star liner
Olympic followed in her wake. These
two ocean greyhounds tire expected
to be near one another all the way to
Southampton and a posslblo trans¬
atlantic speed record is locked for
by marine observers.

HOT FIGHTING AS
PARTISANRIOTS ARE
RENEWED INBELFAST.

Military Open Fire on the Mob
Killing a Hoy anil Wound¬

ing Six Others.

BELFAST. August 2S..<M ili t a ry
fired on rioters here again tonight
killing at least one and wounding six
others, one of them seriously. The
troops flrpd In an effort to protect
the police station, which was attacked
by a mob. Disturbances wero re¬
ported in several sections of tho city.
When the soldiers arrived at the

pollco station In an armored car, they
wero met with a volley of stores.
The police and military dispersed tho
mob. Many Individual attacks wero
reported.
The rioter killed tonight was John

Lynch, aged sixteen.
There was llerce rioting all after¬

noon In Cullingtreo Road. lying be¬
tween the falla and Grosvenor Road
.districts of West Belfast. Tho pollco
barracks In Cullingtreo Road wore
wrecked ai:d tho military flr»;d on the
crowd. Many gunshot victims' wero
admitted to tho adjacent Royal Vic¬
toria Hospital. One of thoso wounded
is in a virtually hopeless condition.
Shanklll Road was affected for tho

first tlmo, and ev»n Upp^r North
Street, which is a fow hundred yards
from Royal *Avenue, tho-clty'»-maln
artarx.

NO PROTEIDS SERVED
BY THE PRISON DOCTOR

Protestant Clergyman Leads a

Movement to Appeal to
Lloyd George.

IiO.VDO.V, August 2S..The condi¬
tion of Terence MacSweeney, Lord
Mayor of Cork, reported to be worse
at the P.rixtori jail, where ho com¬
pleted tonight the sixteenth day of
his hunger atrike.
C.iptain Redmond Howard, nephew

ofi the late John Redmond, who has
several times communicated with the
King In behalf of the Lord Mayor,
today telegraphed th^ Queen at llai-
moral asserting that one of Mac-
Sweeney's lungs In affected and beg¬
ging hf r intervention. Many others
have appealed to Queen Mary.
The Mayor's wife and his ulster,

Mary MacSweeney, visited him today.
The latter contradicted the report
that the prison doctor was adminis¬
tering proteids .-.o the Mayor in drlnk-
Ing water. She said the doctor em¬
phatically denied It, arid asserted he
was merely giving medical attention.
She added, respecting the proteid re¬
port:

"I told the doctor that nothing of
that sort should be done and that
it ivaa absolutely against the wishes
of his friends, and also said that If
the government wished to releases my

;brother It should do so before the
e.leventi* hour. The government
should either release hlrn or let him
die. It would not be fair to keep
him lingering in pain by artificial
means.

"I have In my hands now a package
of pastilles of water of L/jurdea, which
was sent to my brother by friends.
He refused to use them, saying there
might be nourishment In them. He
would bathe his forehead with the
holy water, hut said he would have
nothing to do wish pastilles."
Passionate resentment is being

aroused and the King is deluged with
appeals to defy the Premier and order
the Lord Mayor released.
The Rev. B. 13. Meyer, Free Church

leaderi and hitherto one of the
strongest of tho Premlcr'3 backer",
today appealed to all churches and
congregations In Great Britain tJ
memorialize Lloyd -George for tho
relcr.se of MacSweeney.

GERMAN VESSELS TO BE
SUNK IN HAMPTON ROADS

I)e*t rojers Seized by IlrllUli During
World War Arrive in Virginia

NEWPORT NEWS, VA., A,ugust 2S.

.Three ex-German destroyers, the
B-43, S-132, and the G-102, steamed
into Hampton Roads yesterday on the
last voyage of their long and check¬
ered careers, to be dismantled and
sunk.

All three of tho destroyers are ships
seized by the English at the close
of the war and turned over to tho
United States as her part of the Ger¬
man lleet. They are worthless.
When they were turned over to the

officers at the Norfolk Navy Yard
they had already been stripped of
their naval equipment, secrets of
mechanisms and other valuables. By
whom this was done is not known,
the Germans and (British both denying
it. Officers at the yard are indignant
at the "outrage" to tho ships, which,
it is declared, should have been turn¬
ed over to the Cnlted Stages In the
best of condition. Tho ships came
from New York, where they arrived
from Europe August IS.

ARMORED 'CRUISER
ON WAY TO DANZIG
BY DANIELS' ORDERS

Secretary ofKavyReaches Do-
cision After Conference

Willi Colby.
"\VAS1IINGTOX, August 28..Secre¬

tary Daniels announced today that he
had ordered tho armored cruiser
Pittsburgh to proceed Trom Reval to
Danzig for tho protection of Amer.-
cans at that port.
The order was sent to Vlce-Admlrai

.luse, on the Pittsburgh, last night,
following a conference between Sec¬
retaries Daniels and Colby.

It was learned that a completo new
set of instructions were sent to Ad¬
miral Huso. They constitute a ma¬
terial change of policy on tho part
of tho United States. First, and
most important of all, its ascertained
that the American government has
determined not-to Insist that tho Po¬
lish armies remain within tho ethnic
borders of Polnnd, but that they shall
bo permitted to proceed a sufficient
distance Into Russian territory to
safeguard Poland against invasion by
tho Soviet armies. In this the
United States is in thorough uccord
with France, regardless of the at¬
titude assumed by Great Britain,
Italy and tho ether nations. Poland
hnrf already been Informed of this
change, but is warned that her armies
must «6t proceod Jar enough Into
Russian territory to arouse suspicion
as to the good faith of her purpost*.

In his luncheon address. Governor

Cox reiterated his charge3 that con¬
tributions were being collected by
Republican leader^ toward a ?!R,000.-
000 "corruption fund," and promised
further revelations. World peace, by
America's entrance into the league
of nations. Industrial problems, and
pleas for -Tmerlcanlzation of foreign-
born citizens, also featured the can¬
didate's address. In all ho predicted
Democratic victory next fall.
During his visit here. »»>« Governor
